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The Duty of Addreffers in the next Place, 
is to leave the Matter of their Addreffes to 
the Confideration of the Perfons addreffed 
or petitioned, and to acquiefce in their De- 
termination or Judgment. An Addrefs, that 
will have no N'zy, isno more an Addrefs, but 
as {aid before a Precept or Direétion. 

To fuchI cannot but fpeak a Word by 
way of Gaution———Ac the fame time they 

lead for a Right of Petioning, I hope they 
x not demand a Right, or by it mean a 


Right of Direétion. 


I confefs, I am at a Lofs to know, how 
fome Gentlemen, who addreffed the Par- 
liament of Scot}ind, would have us to un- 
derftand their Words, WE HOPE AND 
CONFIDENTLY EXPECT, Words fre- 
quently us’d in fome Addreffes I have feen 
there; whether they really have any Confi- 
dence in the Parliament or no, {1 cannot 
tell ; "tismy Opinion, they have enough in 
the Expreffion. 

A Right of Petitioning, I agree, is un- 
doubted 3 but what Authority thefe Gentle- 
sgen will bring for a Right to oblige the 
Parliament to follow their Direétions, I can- 
not imagine any more than J can, how they 
would properly be catled a Parliament or 
Reprefentative, if that Power were left ia 
the Perfons they reprefent.

The People without duubt have commit: 
ted to their Reprefentacives the Mannaige- 
‘ment of all their civil Affairs, and the Po- 
wet of making, explaining, amending, exe- 
tuting and repezling Laws tn thefe 
Terms, are concluded all the Truft:, that 
are contain’d in Life, Limb, Property and 
— This Mannagement exténds 
to fubjedting Lite and Bftate to Purifhmérte 
for Crimes, ftating Proteétion to Property

And thofe Gentlemen that find fault with | 
the late Proclamation in Scotland tor pre- 
venting fuch affembling, as illegal, can ne-
